She has taught at various high schools through- 
out North Carolina, but the bulk of her educational wisdom has been 
shared with the Livingstone College family. Mrs. Lakin is appauled by 
her colleagues for her wisdom, her sense of caring, and her gentle nature. 
Hands downi-Mrs. Lakin is the most respected member of the faculty by 
the student body, and she is praised by the student body for her keen 
knowledge of the subjects she teaches 

The daughter of Mr. & Mrs. Ernest Tatum, a baker and a school 
teacher respectively, Mrs. Mattic T. Lakin was born in Florence, South 
Carolina. She began her own educational studies at Benedict College in 
Columbia, South Carolina in the fall of 1936. While a student at 
Benedict College she had the fortune of being the classmate of Dr. Lcroy 
Walker who later became the President of the International Olympic 
Committee Council. In 1938 Mrs. Lakin married and left Benedict 
College and in October of 1941 she moved to Salisbury, North Carolina 
with her husband and small daughter. Upon her arrival in Salisbury, 
Mrs Lakin was urged to complete her education, thus in January 1942 
she enrolled in Livingstone College as a junior. Her enrollment to 
Livingstone College would later serve as a catalyst to a great chain of 
events that would take place in Mrs Lakin's life 

In the same year that Mrs. Lakin began her matriculation at Living- 
stone, another soft-spoken, shy young woman by the name of Margeret 
Walker came to replace one of the out-going professors and to teach 
English. Up until this point, Mrs. Lakin admits, she knew very little 



about literature, especially African-American Literature. Ms. Walker, introduced into 
her life three very important pieces of literature: The Flowering of New England. Ne* 
England Summer, and The Negro Caravan (her first experience of African-American 
Literature). Mrs. Lakin credits Ms. Walker for exposing her to the different genres of 
literature, but more importantly for awakening her to the world of the African- 
American writer. She learned of writers such as William Wells Brown, George Mose* 
Horton, Richard Wright, and a then unpublished yet well-known writer by the name 
of Gwendolyn Brooks. 

When her husband began training for the military in Durham. North Carolina, she 
and their daughter moved with him and there she enrolled at North Carolina School 
for Negroes (which later became North Carolina University (E Durham, and finally 
due to student petitions in the early 1970's became North Carolina Central Uni- 
versity). At NCSN, Mrs. Lakin amassed a great deal of knowledge in the area ot 
English and Literature. She graduated in 1943 as the only English major in her class- 
She later returned to her alma mater to study for and receive the M.A. in African- 
American Literature. , 

Mrs. Lakin's first teaching experience came from teaching English, Civics, History 
and Journalism at Hillside High School in Durham, North Carolina. There Mrs. 
Lakin taught several young people who would go on to become very successful- 
Among those students were Rev. Shirley Ceaser and NFL football great, Ernie Barnes. 
Before leaving Durham (due to illness) to build a home and teach in Gastonia, North 
Carolina, Mrs. Lakin taught in Durham Count} Schools for ten years. 

In 1967, Mrs. Lakin was asked by her friend, Mrs. Libby Koontz, sister of W: 
President of Livingstone College, Dr. Sameul E. Duncan, (the first African-American 
woman to head the NCEA), if she would like to teach at the institution. She graciously 
accepted and has been apart of the Livingstone College family for over 32 years. 

In her lifetime, Mrs. Lakin has met or encountered some of the most influential 
people to ever have lived in this country. She was a student at Livingstone College 
when Mary McLeod Bethune and Eleanor Roosevelt spoke here. She was taught by 
some of the greatest literary minds: Arthur Palmer, Margeret Walker. Dr. W. Edward 
Fairson, and Blyden Jackson. She has either met or befriended some of the most 
prolific writers the literary world has ever known: Ama Bontcmps. Sarah Webster 
Fabio, Lucille Clifton, Dorothy Potion, Owen Dodson, Arthnia Jackson Bates, and 
Robert Frost. She has written and had published two books of poetry: Portico oftm 
Temple (1970) and Encounters: A Metrical Ministry (19S1). Her work has been 
anthologized in various books: Songwriters and Poets of America (1945). Rhyme A 
Rhythm — Songwriters and Poets Today (1 94 7) American Poetry (1947) Poetry Diges' 
an Anthology (1950). National Poetry Antology (1962-1967) and A Gala.\y of Bla 
Writing (1970). 

In 1 982, Mrs. Lakin retired from teaching at Livingstone College and took a post 
the Carnegie Library, only to be rehired the following year. Mrs. Lakin affectionately 
says "I have been retired since 1 982, but no one seemed to pay that any attention.' 

Mrs. Lakin loves Livingstone College. It is the atmosphere. The feeling of familyi 
home, students, faculty and staff. She has a love for teaching her people about their 
people that has kept Mrs. Lakin here for so many years. She is not a very flashy 
person, nor does she have the most powerful voice. Whatever Mrs. Lakin lacks i« 
stature and vocality, she more then compensates for in humilty and caring. Her 
goodness shines brighter than the sun or any star. Her knowledge of her subject and 
life experiences surpass anything you can learn or read in a textbook. Her passion to 
see that all those who enter her classroom as students, do indeed learn something 
unparelled. Her dedication to this institution has been rentless and unwavering. 

The theme for this yearbook is "Staying Connected." Mrs. Lakin's tireless effortsW 
see that we all learn about our heritage through literature exemplifies we have all 
stayed connected, in some manner, to our ancestory. 

Mrs. Lakin always likes to tell her students "your greatest treasure is on the inside- 
There should be something inside of you that you can count on when you feel as 
though you have nothing else. Therefore, for sharing your inside treasure with us and 
for 32 years of hardwork, through dedication, loyalty and service — we loving and 
humbly dedicate this 1999-2000 yearbook with the theme "Staying Connected" to 
Mrs. Mattie Temple Tatum Lakin. The Livingstone College of yesterday and today, 
will forever be in your debt. It is because of you that we have been able to stay 
'connected, in more ways than you will ever know.

Legacy, what does it mean to you? How does it affect your life? Where would we be without it? Livingstone 
College was built with the mission to educate blacks that would foster self-reliance. Zion Wesley Institute was 
incorporated in 1879. The campus resided in a one room building in Concord, North Carolina. In 1882, the 
institution relocated in the "Old Delta Grove" in Salisbury, North Carolina. The school consisted of three 
teachers, three pupils, and a matron. Zion Wesley Institute's name was changed to Livingstone College in 1 887, 
in honor of David Livingstone. David Livingstone was a Christian missionary, and British explorer. Livingstone 
College is referred to as the "Harvard of the South" by W.E.B. Dubois because of its history of self-reliance and 
perseverance. 

" Livingtone. mv Livingstone, thy dear old name we sing. Beneath thev maples and thy oaks thv zephryed 
breezes blow ." What do these words even mean to us? Many can honestly say those are just words to the Alma 
Mater. In Webster' Dictionary legacy is defined as a bequest, property or money given by last will or testament. 
hence anything handed down from, an ancestor . Dr. Joseph Charles Price did not found Livingtone on the basis 
of students coming here to find a mate or an escape from home. He founded the school on the principal of 
helping blacks become self-reliant and educated. He left us the legacy of becoming more than just a group of 
people that can manage to get by. No, his dream was for us to advance and become a controlling hand in the 
world. He wanted us to be a force to be reckon with. Dr. Price sought to educate the whole man; his hands, his 
head and his heart. I believe that when he said " I do not care how dark the night: I believe in the coming of the 
morning." He never thought the morning would be a morning of destroying ourselves with guns, drugs, and 
hatred. Dr. Price had more than one opportunity to leave the school for better and bigger position that would 
lead to numerous recognitions, but he believe in the morning that would awaken us to better ourselves. 

Have we fooled ourselves to believe that no one care about our well being? Are we so conceited to realize that 
someone thought enough of us to leave us an opportunity to be educated? It is amazing that someone thought of 
us when we were ever though of. Time after time, we have abused our privileged to be educated, we miss class, 
we are disrespectful to our elders, and we are ungrateful to legacy that was bequeathed to us. 

I suggest the next time we walk under they maples and thy oaks; we take a deep breath and become aware of 
the many blessings that were given to us. This is our generation and our education. Now is the time to set our 
wrongs to right. No one can live our lives for us, so the decisions we make now will be the decisions that will live 
for the rest of our lives.

_ Brother Muhammad stated that, "Blacks are the most ignorant people in the world when 
it comes to our own past." He went on to say that, much like someone with amnesia, people 
of this nature can be easily taken advantage of. 

The "burning desire to learn" and share knowledge was suggested as the only remedy for 
clacks' specific illness. He used 
our founder, Reverend Price as 
an example of how knowledge 
leads to power. He especially 
liked Price's famous quote about 
the "coming of the morning." 
Consequently, he likened it to a 
biblical character named Abram 
Whom God promised many off- 
spring. The man died without 
seeing the promise come about 
but kept believing. 

The speaker then smoothly 
shifted into an informative les- 
son by telling the audience that 
the Bible also states that Abram's 
seeds will be strangers in a land 
that is not their own. They will 
^Iso serve and be afflicted for 
four hundred years. Then, they 

Mil become powerful. He then suggests that the audience research the different parts of the 
Bible while mentioning that blacks were enslaved for three hundred ten years While not 
ever verbally saying so, he implies that Black people are the seeds of Abram 

Throughout his speech, the Islamic brother asked us to question ourselves Even more so 
han proving his own opinions, one gets the sense that he came to help others educate 
hemselves and form their own viewpoints. His final message to the audience was that one 
should never stop learning, and especially research those things that others might not want 
o have researched. This way, if something is rejected, at least the person will know whv 
they've rejected it. In short, education is the key.

Floyd Aftermath, 
North Carolina's NIGHTMARE 
Livingstonians Visit the "Ghost Town" 



Floods Caused by hurricane Floyd virtual- 
ly shut down the eastern part of North 
Carolina, with towns inundated and high- 
ways blocked by high water 

Floyd claimed at least 40 lives after 20 
inches of rain drenched the costal plain of 
the state. These are among dozens of 
deaths attributed to hurricane Floyd as it 
traveled from the Bahamas to New Eng- 
land. Thousands had to seek safety on 
rooftops where they finally got rescued by 
helicopters and boats, while over 10,000 
resorted for shelter. 

Chandra White, one of the students at 
Livingstone whose family was affected by 
the flood, described the situation as inex- 
plicable. Chandra did not believe her eyes 
when she went home just to find her grand- 
ma's house submerged and completely de- 
stroyed with all her belongings inside. 

Chandra's story was not different from 
the Livingstone volunteers' (community 
service group) who traveled to Eastern Car- 
olina to help the victims of deadly hurri- 
cane Floyd. Says, Tamika Jackson, one of 
the volunteers, "There is nothing devasta- 
ting like hearing people cry of their mis- 
fortunes." 

It has been estimated that the total dam- 
age caused by Floyd exceeded 6 Billion 
dollars. James Lee Witt, director of Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency said 
that the dead pigs and chickens were likely 
to cause unbelievable pollution as well as 
diseases if measures were not taken imme- 
diately. 

ABC news listed the approximate num- 
ber of dead animals: 110,000 hogs, 2.4 



millions chickens, and 500,000 turkeys. 
All needed to be incinerated. This brought 
a nightmare to the nations's leading 
producer of turkeys, the second larget pro- 
ducer of hogs and the third largest pro- 
ducer of chickens. 

Military aircraft and vehicles along with 
3000 National Guardsmen tried to save 
livestock across the eastern part of the sta- 
te. 

In addition to rescues, National Guard 
helicopter delivered food to stricken towns 
where grocery shelves were bare, and clean 
water to counties where waste water treat- 
ment systems had failed rendering tap wa- 
ter unfit for drinking. 

President Bill Clinton toured the flooded 
areas after having declared two-thirds of 
eastern North Carolina a disaster area. To 
help the victims, the President announced 
a special fund for farms at 3.77% interest 
to help them cope with the crop and prop- 
erty losses. He also announced a $ 1 2 mil- 
lion program of temporary flood-recovery 
jobs to help with cleanup, relief aid and 
support activities. Families affected by the 
flood will also be eligible for disaster food 
stamps. 

Flooding, electricity, telephone outrages* 
and lack of drinking water were serious 
problems being experienced from the Car- 
olinas to New York. In New Jersey, tens of 
thousands of people went for days with 
little or no water in homes. Brushing teeth* 
cooking, flushing the toilet or rinsing any- 
thing became a luxury that many could not 
afford.
